Apparently the Argentin 
ment made up its mind th 
grain exchanges in that repub 
no longer going to be a power unt 
themselves, The government has 
placed trading in grain futurés on 
the Buenos Aires and Rosario .mar- 
kets under its own control and in 
‘future a government © official . will 
supervise trading operations as 
well as the telegraphic services of 
the market. | Official reports in all 
transactions will be published daily 
giving the quantities traded, de- 
livery dates, prices and full classi- 
fications. Every operator in future 
will be required to keep books cov- 
ering all transactions and these 
books are to be open for inspection 
by government officials, 

Trading on the Argentina grain 
exchanges, previously restricted to 
members only, has been extended by 
the minister of agriculture, to farm- 
ers, co-operative officials, millers, 
exporters, and bona fide dealers. 

It is provided by the legislation 
that the Buenos Aires and Rosafio 
grain exchanges must subscribe $600 
per month each to cover the ex- 
penses of government supervision. 
In addition both markets must re- 
lease within 6 Odays, 80 per cent of 
their reserve funds for warrant 
loans against stored grain, although 
exemption will be allowed for that 
part invested in publie bonds. 

Another government decree es- 
tablishes strict. control over grain 
dealers’ contracts with poducers 
which contain as a common clause 
the stipulation of price at some 
future unfixed date. 


Suggested Wheat Varieties 

Many farmers who have been 
growing Garnet wheat extensively 
are planning on providing a supply 
of seed of some other variety. Re- 
war dand University 222 have ‘been 
recommended for districts which 
have been growing Garnet and 
where Marquis does not make a 
good showing. Registered and cer- 
tified seed can be bought cheaply 
at present and is preferable to or- 
dinary seed, Do not permit Garnet 
to me mixed with any other variety 
in your seed plot. 


Entomologist Warns of Cut 
Worm Menace 

Arthur Gibson, _ Dominion —ento- 
Mmogist, CANS attention t @ prob: 
ability of severe damage bu the pale 
western cutworm in 1932 in areas 
in Saskatchewan and Alberta which 
were infested last year. He states 
that any fields which were undis- 
turbed so that the soil surface was 
caked or crusted from August 1st 
to September 15 in 1931 should be 
reasonably free from cutworms this 
year, ‘Reseeded fields which were 
cut after September 15, 1931, should 


be considered as safe if they were 
undisturbed during August 1931. 
Mr. Gibson suggested that where 


there is doubt as to a field being 
free of cutworms, a test should be 
made by seeding an individual strip 
of wheat diagonally across the field. 
This indication strip should be seed- 
ed as early as it is possible to get a 
drill on the land and long before 
regular seeding starts. This strip 
will give a fair example of the con- 
dition of the field as weather con- 
ditions which will bring this grain 
to a height of about five inches will 
also hatch many of the eggs. If on 
examination from ten to 15 plants 
per square yard show injury the 
field should not be seeded. Under 
normal conditions the strip will 
show by the end of the first week 
of May or earlier whether cutworms 
are present. No fields should ‘be 
seeded to any crop, especially flax, 
where cutworm damage is evident 
so’long as there are cutwornms pres- 
ent and active. 


Wheat and Increased 
World Population 

A very important factor to the 
world wheat situation which is 
frequently overlooked by the gen- 
eral public is the yearly increase in 
the world’s population. While un- 
doubtedly there has been a slowing 
down of the ratio of increase’ of 
population as compared with pre- 
vious figures, the record for the 
ten-year period from 1920-30 shows 
that the yearly increase is 1,625,000. 
That means that in the year 1930 
there were 16,250,000 more people 
to be fed than in the year 1920. 
Based on the estimate of Mr. San- 
ford Evans, a Winnipeg statistician, 
of 2 1-2 bushels of wheat annual 
per capita consumption, in 1930 the 
world required 40,625,000 bushels of 
wheat more than it did in 1920. 

The steady increase in the world 
population has been outdone by the 
increase in wheat acreage. For the 
83 years up until 1930 the world’s 
wheat aqreage on the average  in- 
creased between 2,000,000 and 3,000- 
000 aéres per year. The trend has 
been the other way during the past 
two years, the decrease in acreage 
in the major wheat exporting coun- 
tries last year alone having ‘been 
12,000,000 acres. If further re- 
ductions in acreage occur it will 
not take very long for the demand 
for wheat to overtake the supply.
